YANGISZE PORTS, 


REPORT OF “BRITISH TRADE 
; COMMISSION. , 

The British Chamber of Com- 
merce, Shanghai, ..has received a 
memorandum prepared by Mr. H. J. 
Brett, -H. M. Commercial Coun- 
sellor, giving ~ general account of 
the recent trade mission , to the 
Yangtsze ports together with , Mr. 
Brett’s own conclusions, 

Owing to Mr. Brett’s indisposi- 
tion, necessitating . confinement at 
hospital for a month, this mem-' 
orandum has only just been handed 
to the Chamber of Commerce, and 
realising the difficult and. trying 
circumstances under which it. has 
been compiled Mr. Brett. is to be 
congratulated on his very able re- 
port, which he concludes with his 
conviction that any real revival of 
trade in the region of the Yangtsze 
is alone dependent ‘upon ‘the reé- 
storation of some measure of con- 
fidence and security, |.

“TRENE’, PRISONERS FOUND 


FINAL SESSIONS SCENES... 


: The seven ‘Chinese charged with 
complicity in the “Irene” * piracy 
were all found guilty by the jury 
at the conclusion of the case yes- 
terday afternoon and were sentenc- 
ed to death by the Chief Justice, 
Sir H. C, Gollan, ‘ 

AM received the sentence unmov- 
ed with the exception of the seventh 
prisoner -who was led away gestl- 
culating and shouting that “he did 
not steal.” 

In ‘his final submission: to His 
Lordahip and the jury, Mr. C. G. 
Alabaster, K.C., who appeared with 
Mr. Leo d’Almada e Castro for the 
defence, said that before they could 
find ‘the prisoners guilty on the 
major count, the punishment for 
which was death, they had to find 
that an act of violence endangering 
Ufe was committed. He submitted 
that the shooting of the cabin boy 
was accidental in that the bullet 
which struck him was a stray one 
fired into the air merely for the 
purpose of terroriaing ‘passengers 
and not of doing bodily harm. 

In this regard, His Lordship, in 


his summing up, referred to the|- 


evidence of the Medical Officer who 
stated that, the appearance of the 


| wound pointed to it having been a 


direct one. His Lordship empha- 
sised that although one alone might 
have fired the shot which wound- 


: ed, if the jury were asrftisfied that 


‘the prisoners went on board: swith 
a common purpose to commit piracy, 
each and every one of them, was 
bound to the natural consequences 
arising from that common purpose, 
even if only one revolver was used. 

After retiring for twenty 
minutes, the jury returned with a 
verdict of “guilty” against, ae the 
acctised. 

. Sentence Passed. 

His Lordship donned the black 
cap, and in passing sentence of 
death against all seven men, said, 
that he thought the evidence was 
clear and that the jury could come 
to ‘no other ‘conclusion. 
ship fully concurred with the ver- 
dict. “Your offence is a very seri- 
Jous one, It is a danger to all those 
‘who travel by sea, and it fa my 
duty ‘to pass upon you sentence 
which has been prescribed by law.” 

.The condemned men. heard the 
sentence with impassive counten- 
ances, When being led ‘away, the 
seven accused struggled’ wildly: and 
shouted that he “did not. steal.” 

The Court-room was crowded 
with: spectators, including -a2 few 
European ladies, at the. close of the 
trial.

"With HLM. Tomlingon’s “Galliona 
Reach’ . we are,on a higher’ plane 
altogether, Jt 1s almost unfair to 
the others, to write of him in the 
same. article,’ but he “happens to 
come. along. with them: this month, 
and in these matters I am the slave 
of the calendar.

The story can bé summarised. in 
a few Mnea. James Colet is one of 
the chief clerks in a' firm of ship- 
owners of which Perrfiam ‘is tho 
head. Years of service had given 
Colet an air of patience and defer- 
ence, but under that quiet surface 
simmered “an insurgent antipathy” 
toward Perriam, who paid his: men 
well but treated them ‘with an 
offensive .arrogance and made a 
principle of bullying them into 
submission. There comes an even- 
ing when Colet and Perriam are at 
the office alone together; it fs long 
after hours and the whole build- 
ing is empty. Perriam is in one of 
his intolerable moods, and ds he 
thrusts his face forward, brow- 
beating his clerk in his © wonted 
‘manner, Colet for a moment loses 
his self-control, sends an angry flat 
into the hated visage, and Perriam 
crumples up‘on the ‘floor. He is a 
stout, unhealthy person, and pro- 
bably the shock had been too much 
for his heart. As he does not 
move, Colet stoops over him and 
finds to his horror that he is dead. 
He is in a panic, but steadies him- 
self and ‘decides that his only course 
is to go out and inform the. police 
of what has happened. But walk- 
ing self-nbsorbed through the de- 
serted city streets, when he sees a 
policeman standing at a corner he 
passes, almost in spite of himself, 
without ‘speaking to him. He 
tramps on gown Aldgate, and the 


episode of his all-night wanderings, 


and musings about the East End 
is one of the vividest’ and most 


‘masterly things in'the book. At a. 


tavern, he falls in with some old sea 
captains; does a‘ small service for
